AMMAN, March 4 (JNA). — 
Austrian President Rudolf Kir- 
chschJaeger arrives here Sunday 
on a four day official visit at 
the invitation of His Majesty 
King Hussein. 

Non-resident Ambassador to 
Jordan Franz Parak told Jordan 
News Agency that this visit 
will strengthen relations betw- 
een Jordan and Austria. 

■ Austria’s position vis-a-vis 
the. Middle East situation, Mr. 
Parak said is based on United 
Nations Resolutions 242 and 
338, recognition of Palestinian 
legitimate rights, Israeli with- 
drawal from occupied Arab la- 
nds and the recognition of the 
rights of the states in the re- 
gion to live in peace within se- 
cure recognised borders. 

Austria, he want on to say, 
is willing to participate in fin- 
ancing and implementing a nu- 
mber of projects in the five- 
year development plan especi- 
ally in the fields of electricity, 
.railways, irrigation, agriculture, 
-animal wealth and chemical pr- 
ojects. Austria can provide Jo- 
rdan with technical help in car- 
rying out industrial projects be- 
cause of its advanced knowled- 
ge in the field of small and 
medium industries, a thing wh- 
ich Jordan needs. 

- Jordan and Austria also have 
thriving cultural relations evi- 
dent in the increasing numbers 
of Jordanian students joining 
the universities there. Mr. Pa- 
rak added that scholarships 
will be increased to cover vari- 
ous fields of training for Jor- 
danians!/ 

Jordan and Austria signed an 
agreement' for economic, indu- 
strial and . technical cooperati- 
on in 1977. 

In an interview with Reuters, 
also today, Mr. Parak said his 
country was helping to bring 
stability to the Middle East. 
Them were 600 Austria^ soldi- 


ers forming part of the United 
Nations disengagement forces 
on the Golan Heights, he said. 

Mr. Parak also said Austrian 
Chancellor Dr. Bruno 
Kreisky was behind a 
meeting between Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat of Egypt 
and .Israeli opposition leader 
Shimon Peres when President 
Sadat was in Austria last mon- 
th. 


After Dr. Kirchschlaeger lea- 
ves for home on Wednesday a 
two-day conference of Austria's 
ambassadors in the Middle Ea- 
st will be held here. 

According to Mr. Parak the 
ambassadors- will discuss the 
political situation and review 
Austria’s relations wiLh the co- 
untries to which they are acc- 
redited. 


Palestinians fortify 
Lebanese village after 
driving out Israelis

MAROUN AL RAS, Lebanon, 
March 3 (R). — Palestinian and 
Lebanese leftist guerrillas have 
set up a new stronghold in this 
south Lebanese village after 
evicting an occupying force of 
Israeli-backed rightists. 

During a tour of the hilltop 
village, which overlooks Isra- 
eli settlements less than two 
kms. away, I was shown two 
armoured vehicles said to have 
been knocked out in the figh- 
ting yesterday. 

Palestinian officials said the 
joint forces had attacked the 
hamlet a few hours after it 
had been occupied by rightists 
supported by a dozen tanks and 
armoured cars. 

In the nearby port city of 
Tyre, the officials displayed a 
Sherman tank knocked out 
during the assault. Military so- 
urces said the tank had been 
modified to Israeli specificati- 
ons. 


Scores of civilians gathered 
to admire the trophy, but th- 
ey were thrown into a sudden 
panic when an Israeli Skyha- 
wk swooped low overhead. 

The plane did nnt return, 
but others were spotted mak- 
ing passes over the border ar- 
ea. Weapons said to have been 
left by the rightists in the vil- 
lage included automatic rifles, 
heavy machineguns and mor- 
tars, some of them bearing He- 
brew markings. 

Local residents said the ci- 
vil militias had previously ign- 
ored Maroun Al Ras. but the 
Palestinian-leftist guerrillas 
showed no signs of quitting 
the village today. 

Some of them were setting 
up sandbagged positions, while 
others were storing ammuni- 
tion in abandoned houses. 

The military sources said the 
move was likelv to be viewed 
with concern bv Israel, beca- 
use of the vfliaee’s command- 
ing position above the border 
settlements.

Atherton’s quest for 
declaration of principle 
tops talks with King Huss

AMMAN, March 4. — The shuttling American Mideast mediator. Assistant Secretary of State Alfred 
Atherton, held nearly four hours of talks with top Jordanian officials here today which centred on 
his efforts to come up with a declaration of principles of a Middle East peace.

Austrian president's visit to 
Amman will strengthen bilateral 
relations, says Viennese envoy 


Mr. Atherton’s spokesman 
tonight described the elusive 
declaration of principles as 
“a basis for broadening the 
negotiations” to include other 
parties, notably Jordan and 
Syria, and he said the declara- 
tion of principles was needed 
to form the “framework” for 
subsequent negotiations for a 
comprehensive Middle East pe- 
ace agreement. 

Mr. Atherton gave Jordan 
“a detailed analysis and desc- 
ription" of his efforts to obta- 
in agreement on the declaration 
of principles, spokesman Geor- 
ge Sherman told reporters. 

The Atherton delegation Iss- 
ued a statement here tonight 
saying that the United States 
seeks an “overall settlement” 
to the Arab-Tsraeli conflict wh- 
ich must resolve “all the issues, 
including, of course, peaceful 
relations, withdrawal from oc- 
cupied territories, secure and 
recognised boundaries, and the 
Palestinian issue in all its as- 
pects." 

General report 

Mr. Sherman cautioned aga- 
inst interpreting phrases in the 
statement too ciosely, and dec- 
lined to comment on whether 
the use of the phrase “the Pal- 
estinian issue in all its aspe- 
cts” is a regression from the 
wording "legitimate rights" of 
the Palestinians used in the jo- 
int American-Soviet statement 
of last October. He said the 


statement issued here tonight 
was intended as a general re- 
port on Mr. Atherton's activi- 
ties here today, and was not 
a reflection of negotiating po- 
sitions taken by parties to the 
Middle East conflict. 

Mr. Atherton held a one-hour 
meeting with His Majesty King 
Hussein at the Royal Hashemite 
Court and a 45-minute meet- 
ing with Crown Prince Hassan, 
as well as a lengthy two-hour 
talk with Chief of the Royal 
Court Sharif Abdul Hamid Sha- 
raf this morning. 

Mr. Atherton leaves here for 
Riyadh, Saudi Arabia, Sunday 
afternoon, after which he re- 
turns to Cairo and occupied 
Jerusalem before returning to 


Washington late next week to 
prepare for the visit there of 
Israeli Prime Minister Menach- 
em Begin, due to start on Mar- 
ch 14. 

Following is the full text of 
the statement issued by Mr. 
Atherton after his talks here 
today: 

"Assistant Secretary Ather- 
ton had a very good talk with 
His Majesty about his mission. 
He particularly appreciated this 
opportunity to have a thorou- 
gh and wide-ranging discussion 
with His Majesty on the whole 
complex of issues involved in 
our continuing efforts to ach- 
ieve a comprehensive settleme- 
nt of the Arab-Israeli conflict 
The Assistant Secretary rep- 


eated to His Majesty President 
Carter's promise to redouble 
American efforts to help the 
peace efforts move forward. .As- 
sistant Secretary Atherton's 
mission is a demonstration of 
those efforts toward an overall 
settlement. He emphasised to 
His Majesty the American con- 
viction that the settlement w? 
all seek must resol w- a! I the 
issues, including, of course, pe- 
aceful relations. withdrawal 
from occupied territories, secu- 
re and recognised boundaries, 
and the Palestinian issue in ed- 
its aspects. The Assistant Sec 
retary looks forward to continu- 
ing this dialogue with His Ma- 
jesty, and to hearing hi? idea- 
as the mission goes forward." 


Ethiopia dismisses chance 
negotiated settlement with Som 
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OGADEN 

CAN BE SETTLED 
PEACEFULLY 
SAYS SOMALI 
FOREIGN MINISTER 

ROME, March 4 (AP). — 
Somalia’s Foreign Minister 
said today that his country's 
Ogaden border war with 
Ethiopia could be solved pe- 
acefully if the principle of 
self-determination is granted 
to the Somali inhabitants of 
the region. 

The foreign minister, Ab- 
durahman Giama Barre, ag- 
ain criticized the United 
States for not arming Soma- 
lia against Soviet- Cub an ba- 
cked Ethiopians. 

“The problem could be 
solved by peaceful means" 
Mr. Barre told a news con- 
ference. “Ethiopia should 
accept the principle of self- 
determination.” 

Mr. Barre said Somalia Is 
not pressing for the anne- 
xation of the disputed re- 
gions but would accept in- 
dependence for the area. 


NAIROBI, March 4 (R). — Eth- 
iopia said today there could be 
no negotiations to end the war 
in the Horn of Africa until So- 
mali forces withdrew from Eth- 
iopian territory. 

Maj. Berhanu Bayih. foreign 
affairs chief of the ruling Eth- 
iopian military council, the De- 
rg ue. told a press conference 
at Nairobi airport: "With So- 
mali troops on our territory, 
negotiations are not acceptable 
to Ethiopians. I think the wo- 
rld should realise what sort of 
people we are. We will fight 
to the last man.” 

Maj. Berhanu was flying back 
to Addis Ababa from Lagos 
where he delivered a message 
from Dergue Chairman Mengi- 
stu Haile-Mariam to Nigerian 
head of state Olusegun Obasa- 
njo. 

Nigeria chairs an Organisa- 
tion of African Unity (OAU) co- 
mmittee which has tried to me- 
diate in the war. 

Maj. Berhanu said Nigeria 
wants a meeting of the comm- 
ittee but Lt.-CoL Mengistu’s 
response was that such a sess- 
ion "would not be fruitful wh- 
ile Somali troops are invading 
Ethiopian territory.” 

Maj. Berhanu said his gove- 
rnment was puzzled by the fact 
that Kenya, which sides with 
Ethiopia, was the only African 
country to raise its voice aga- 
inst the Somali “invasion.” 

He alleged that several Afri- 
can states said in private they 
opposed Somali policy but wo- 
uld not say so publicly. 

The Ethiopian official was as- 
ked about Somali President Si- 
ad Barre’s visit to the Libyan 
Jamahiriyah this week, which 


led to speculation about a Lib- 
yan attempt to mediate in the 
war, Maj. Berhanu said: "His 
only support comes from the 
imperialists and reactionary 
Arab regimes.” 

When asked to comment on 
reports that the Somali presi- 
dent failed to win Libya over 
in his Tripoli meeting with Col. 
Muammar Qadhafi, Maj. Berh- 
anu said : “He can’t get sup- 
port from any progressive co- 
untry.” 

Maj. Berhanu said Ethiopia 
did no plan to try to get the 
OAU to condemn Somalia at 
its summit in Khartoum in Ju- 

!y. 

"We don’t plan anything ... 
we will overcome this problem 
whether or not the OAU con- 
demns Somalia.” 

He said Somali forces could 
be driven from the Ogaden de- 


sert in a matter o? months, 
not years. 

He denied reports from So- 
malia that joint forces of Cu- 
ban and Ethiopian paratroopers 
are making assaults against 
Somali positions in the Ogaden. 
most of which is still under 
the control of Somali farces. 
"It’s a lie. We are not using 
paratroopers at aii” he said. 

He declined to comment on 
the extent of Cuban involve- 
ment in the war beyond sav- 
ing: “As the agressec country 
Ethiopia has every sovereign, 
right to use whatever means 
are at her disposal.” 

The U.S. State Department 
has put the number of Cuban 
troops in Ethiopia at 11,000 and 
Col. Mengistu confirmed this 
week that they are operating 
in the frontlines with Ethiopian 
forces.

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Grow, trees, grow 

What with the usual talk of Middle East peace in 
the air, and the declarations of all that our common 
concern is a better future for the people of the area, 
we are happy to tip our cap this week to those 
hundreds of Jordanian parents and children who took 
the matter into their own little hands and did some- 
thing concrete about providing a better future for us 
all by planting a forest at Yajouz, just behind the 
Sports City, off the back road to the airport. 

The effort of the Friends of the Children Club is 
doubly worthy. First, it provides a constructive and 
healthy change of pace in the life of the young urban 
child in Jordan who is, sadly, we think, growing up in 
too much of a television culture. It’s a fine thing to 
go out and plant a tree now and then. 

Second, we are particularly pleased by the event 
because it shows the kind of initiative that can be 
taken by private groups in the country, providing a 
healthy contrast to that lazy spirit that too often asks 
the government to provide everything, including 
children’s forests. We understand that the young 
trees were provided for the Yajouz forest by the 
Agriculture Ministry, as will, no doubt, other practi- 
cal assistance to see the forest through its first 
precarious years. 

This is an example that should be emulated by 
other private groups in Jordan, in a spirit of chal- 
lenging the government by showing it what can be 
done by the initiative and care of groups, of citizens 
here and there. Another good example in this area 
is the effort now underway to establish. a full-fledged 
international high school in Amman. 

It is the lesson of history that countries become 
great because of the dynamism of their citizenry and 
die applied talents and concern of free individuals. 
The Yajouz children’s forest is a small example of 
that very big concept.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT Saturday said the U.S. Roving Ambassador Alfred 
Atherton came to Amman well-aware that Jordan is not prepared 
to join the Egyptian-Israeli negotiations in the light of the present 
circumstances. 

Mr. Atherton came to Amman after visiting Egypt and Israel 
more than once, in an attempt to find out a common formula for 
a declaration of principles for a peaceful settlement when he 
knows that Israel’s talk about a declaration of principles is only 
part of a campaign of deception aimed at gaining time... Mr. 
Atherton, the newspaper adds, returned to the Middle East, when 
he knows quite well, that the required declaration of principles is 
enshrined In the United Nations resolutions : but the problem is 
Israel's refusal to commit itself to them. 

AI Ra’i goes on to say that when Mr. Atherton knows why 
Jordan was not ready to Join the Egyptian-Israeli negotiations, he 
would, no doubt, realise that Israel's non-compliance with the 
peace requisites is the only stumbling block on the road of pro- 
gress towards a just and lasting peace in the area. This is because 
It sticks to occupied Arab territory and refuses to recognise the 
Palestinians’ rights 

It follows, Al Ra'i says, that the problem is not in Amman, 
Cairo or Damascus, nor in any other Arab capital, but in Israel 
itself. 

AL DU STOUR says that the Israeli Prime Minister, Menachem 
Begin seems to have taken upon himself the tasks of inventing 
justifications that might give legitimacy to the illegitimate NO’s 
which he holds as a pretext to refuse withdrawing from all occu- 
pied Arab territory and recognising the national rights of the 
Palestinian people. 

The Invention was his interpretation that the U.N. Security 
Council’s resolution 242 does not apply to the West Bank... ! 

This interpretation, the newspaper adds, is a near insult to 
the Arabs and to the world as well. 

Probably it was this futile quibble by Mr. Begin that made 
President Jimmy Carter, the other day, reiterate emphatically in 
the National Press Club in Wash In stem, the necessity of complying 
with the principles of resolution 242 as a basis for achieving peace. 

Mr. Beein’s exegesis on a resolution taken unanimously by the 
wn-M community ten years ago is but unreasonable and baseless, 
and serves only to Impede the chances of peace in this parti of the 
world, the newspaper says.

Mr. Sultan said AMPTC did 
not have any plan to buy fur- 
ther gas tankers but said the 
company was considering the 
possibility of buying new tank- 
ers for a total of 5200 million 
over the next five years.

Mexico considers proposal for

WASHINGTON, March 4 (R). 
— America’s monthly trade 
deficit with the rest of the 
world increased in January to 
nearly $2.4 billion compared 
with $2.12 billion in December, 
the government said yesterday. 

The Commerce Department 
said U.S. exports fell to $10.01 
billion in January from $11.01 
billion in December. Imports 
also dropped to $12.39 billion 
from $13.12 billion. 

Analysts said both import 
and export figures for Decem- 


ber were artificially inflated be- 
cause of the end of the East 
Coast dock strike, so the Jan- 
uary decline was not surpris- 
ing. 

There was no real change in 
the month-to-month pattern 
when the effects of the strike 
were discounted, they said. 

The big trade deficit, a large 
part of -which was attributable 
to imports of oil, has been one 
factor cited as a reason for 
the recent weakness of the 
U.S. dollar on world currency 
markets.

U.S. miners vote on new contn 


MEXICO CITY, March 4 (AP). — Mexico and 
Israel have dosed a three-day economic meeting 
with a proposed increase in Mexican oil sales to 
Israel from 20,000 to 30,000 barrels daily. 

An agreement was signed Friday by Mexican 
Foreign Minister Santiago Rod) and Israeli delega- 
tion leader Igal Horowitz, Minister of Industry, 
Commerce and Tourism. 

Under the terms of the agreement, Mexico 
would provide oil industry technology and service 
to Israel, as well as sulfur at Mediterranean region 
prices. 

Israel, Mexico’s second largest oil customer 
after the United States, would sell Mexico 100,000 
tons annually of phosphate - -an important ferti- 
lizer ingredient 


Officials also discussed the possibility of Joint 
efforts in quality control standards of their pro- 
ducts, industrial cooperation and Joint investment 
In fertilizer production plants. 

During the meeting, Israeli officials offered 
Mexico technology to dye textiles by computer, 
professional technological training, chemical and 
electrical products, advanced medical equipment, 
solar energy te chn ology and assistance with Mexi- 
co's fishing Industry. 

A major proposal of the agreement was “trian- 
gular cooperation ”, by Which Israel would help 
Mexico's trade with Europe while Mexico worked 
to encourage Israeli commerce with the United 
States and Central America.

Frozen gas has become a valuable but deadly commodity

LONDON, (F.T.) — A number 
of British industrial firms wi- 
thout firm contracts for their 
natural gas supplies have fo- 
und themselves suddenly cut 
off during recent cold spells. 

This underlines the new im- 
portance of this energy sour- 
ce, which until some 40 years 
ago was considered little mo- 
re than a nuisance which had 
to be put up within the pro- 
cess of recovering petroleum. 

Natural gas supplies the pr- 
essure which forces tile oil to 
the surface in the early stag- 
es of tapping a well. After 
the gas pressure has gone oil 
has to be laboriously pumped 
to the sendee, either by re- 
injecting natural gas or water 
into the well in most cases. 

In the early days, gas was 
simply “flared off", or burned, 
causing both energy waste 
and atmospheric pollution- In 
the 1920’s a limited use of 
Texas gas for heating purpo- 
ses began, when it was piped 
to homes and businesses clo- 
se to the oilfields. In the post- 
war era the developed nations 
suddenly awoke to the poten- 
tial of natural gas, and in the 
past 20 years it has virtually 
replaced gas made from coal 
wherever it became available. 

Transportation difficulties 

But many sources of natu- 
ral gas, such as those in the 
Middle East and on the Medi- 
terranean shore, are far away 
from potential markets, so th- 
at until recently rauCh gas 
had to be wasted even after 
its potential worth had been 
recognised. 

A technological breakthrou- 
gh 20 years ago in the United 
States changed all that. A 


method of supercooling natu- 
ral gas until it became liquid 
was developed, which meant 
the gas could then be sent 
bv sea in specially-designed 
tankers to anywhere in the 
world, in fact the first marine 
transport of liquid natural gas 
(LNG) was from the U.S. to 
Britain before North Sea gas 
came on stream. 

Since that first delivery in 
1959, there have been over 
2,000 LNG tanker voyages, 
and in spite of the hazardous 
nature of the cargo, there has 
not been one accident of sig- 
nificance. Today LNG moves 
regularly between such plac- 
es as Brunei and Japan, Alas- 
ka and Japan, and from Alge- 
ria to Europe. 

Gro w in g need 

The growing scarcity of en- 
ergy means that the demand 
for LNG is growing every 
month. Both coasts of the 
United States are near satu- 
ration. point in terms of sup- 
ply, and in California especia- 
lly a severe shortage is immi- 
nent 

There plans are under way 
to build a new terminal north 
of Los Angeles to feed natu- 
ral gas now coming on stream 
from the vast new Alaskan 
field Into the state’s pipelines. 

To alleviate the problem in 
the Eastern United States, a 
subsidiary of Canadian Pacific 
has just announced plans to 
build a massive $600m. term- 
inal near SL John, New Bru- 
nswick, to distribute natural 
gas from Algeria under a 20- 
year contract While most of 
the gas will go to the iLS.. 
the plant is being built in Ca- 
nada on Algerian insistence. 

Yet another Is proposed at 
Mnssmorran at Fife, in Scot-

Public worry 

A public enquiry on the 
Scottish project has already 
encountered violent public 
objection. Witnesses have ci- 
ted the disaster at a natural 
gas plant In Qatar, in the Mi- 
ddle East, two months ago. 
where an explosion and fire 
killed seven and injured ano- 
ther 13 people, some of them 
a mile from the site. The Ze- 
ebrugge project is already un- 
der attack locally, although as 
yet it is only in the talking 
stage. 

To head off potential ^po- 
sition to the Canadian Druj- 
ect, the sponsors have already 
published details of the elabo- 
rate safety precautions that 
will be built in. These will 
Include huge dykes capable of 
receiving the contents of an 
entire tank of liquid gas sho- 
uld it rupture, while foam In- 
stallations will be on perma- 
nent alert able to blanket the 
area with foam at a rate of 
25,000 cu. ft. per minute. The 


foam will retard vaporisation 
of the gas, and avoid its ig- 
nition. 

Gas cooling process 

The whole process of mov- 
ing gas from the field to the 
user is a very sophisticated 
one. At the source; the gas' 
is cooled rapidly to a liquid, 
at a temperature of minus 160 
degrees Celsius, shrinking a 
volume of 620 cu. ft. of gas 
to only one cu. ft. and is then 
pumped into freezing tanks 
aboard the LNG tanker. 

These are sped ally-built ve- 
ssels with double hulls, and 
with a minimum of seven fe- 
et of installation between the 
outer hull and the gas tanks. 
The eight to be built for the 
Canadian project will be 950 
ft. long and 140 ft across the 
beam, and at their destinat- 
ion will be able to pump out 
46,000 gallons per minute. The 
tankers will be equipped with 
the latest navigational equip- 
ment, and all LNG crews are 
specially trained. The new ta- 
nkers will cost between $180- 
200 m. each. 

During the voyage, gas wh- 
ich “boils off’ as vapour Is 
collected and burned in the 
ship's boilers to save oil fuel. 

At the destination, the LNG 
is pumped into tanks, and th- 
en returned to gas form by 
heating with hot water. In the 


case of the Canadian installat- 
ion, effluent water from a lo- 
cal power station will be used. 
In California, it will be the 
warm sea water along the co- 
ast. The gas will then be pum- 
ped into a transmission pipe- 
line. 

Controversy In U-S. 

Meanwhile, the LNG carri- 
ers themselves have become 
a big source of controversy 
in the U.S., which is in pro- 
cess of building 18 giant LNG 
carriers, the first of which 
was dedicated a month .ago. 

Boston is the only U.S. po- 
rt where LNG is now delive- 
red, and the Coast Guard con- 


siders the cargo so dangerous 
that all other traffic Is halted 
while the LNG is discharged. 
However, new terminals are 
being considered at New York, 
Providence, R- L, and Cove 
Point, Maryland. 

But scientists are saying th- 
at a major disaster could oc- 
cur if a ship's tank ruptured 
at sea. The LNG would eva- 
porate Into a heavy, odourless 
and colourless gas which wo- 
uld float on the surface. If 
the wind pushed the gas to 
the land, even a lighted ciga- 
rette could cause a vast exp- 
losion, they claim.

Who will get China’s oil?

SINGAPORE, (R). — <3iin* ,s 
emergence as a major oil pro- 
ducer has provoked a lively 

deoace among Western analy- 
sts on how Peking intends to 
use its growing supplies of 
the much desired commodity. 

The consensus of Western 
opinion at a big oil conference 
which has just ended in Sing- 
apore was that Cnina does 

nut intend to become a ma- 
jor oil exporter. 

Most western oil experts 
believe China will export on- 
ly enougn oil to meet its im- 
mediate foreign currency ne- 
eds, They argue that Peking’s 
primary ccicern is to push 
ahead with internal economic 

expansion and this will dev- 
our most of China's projected 
oil production, leaving little 
over for export. 

Suggestions that Chinese 
oil exports might enable We- 
stern nations to reduce their 
reliance on the Middle East 
found little support in disc- 

ussions here. 

Mr. James E. Akins, a for- 
mer United States Ambassad- 
or to Saudi Arabia, told the 
conference: “To think that we 
can use China to break the 
power of OPEC (the Organi- 
sation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries) is incredibly fool- 
ish.” 


OB reserve estimates 

Western estimates of the 
size of China's oil reserves 
vary widely, but most analy- 
sts here agreed that recover- 
able oil is in the region of 
70 to 90 billion barrels. Saudi 
Arabia has possible reserves 
of 175 billion barrels. 

Information collected by the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Age- 
ncy (CIA) and presented at 
the Singapore conference, put 
China’s oil production in 1977 
at 1-84 mllli an barrels a day, 
compared with Saudi Arabia’s 
8.5 million barrels. 

Given the lack of official 
statistics from Peking, predic- 
tions about production owe 
much to guesswork, but even 
the most conservative estima- 
te shows Chinese oil produc- 
tion reaching 140 million tons 
annually by 1980, and 278 mi- 
llion tons by 1985, almost 
half Saudi Arabia’s estimated 
production at this time. 

Many estimates put future 
production figures much hig- 
her, but even at the lowest 
level it seems certain that 
China will become one of the 
oil-producing giants by the 
end of the next decade. 


Japanese trade package 

In recent years Chinese oil 
exports have been little more 
than a trickle. However, un- 


der a $20 billion trade agree- 
ment reached with Japan last 
month, China plans to export 
47.1 million tons of crude oil 
to her Asian neighbour over 
the next five years. 

This is part of a package 
in which China will provide 
Japan with crude oil in ex- 
change for oil Industry tech- 
nology. 

This deal reinforces the vi- 
ew that China win export oH 
only in return for technology 
needed for Its industrial revo- 
lution. 

But bow much new techno- 
logy does China require to de- 
velop Its oil resources. Exper- 
ts believe it must invest heav- 
ily in sophisticated equipment 
if it Is to boost its oil pro- 
duction to meet rising dom- 
estic demand, as well as hav- 
ing enough for export 

Much of China's recent ex- 
ploration Is believed to have 
concentrated on offshore Re- 
ids where the latest deep wa- 
ter drilling equipment will be 
needed, and China is already 
buying semi-submereible rigs 
from Singapore designed for 
this work: 

Head-over-heels for a foothold 

It is therefore not surpris- 
ing that many Western coun- 
tries are almost falling over 
each other in their attempt 
to pain a foothold fn what 
could become the world’s big- 


gest market for oil equipment 

There are many Western 
experts who believe, however, 
that China’s reputation for 
self-reliance will prevent hu- 
ge purchases of foreign equip- 
ment. 

Mr. Paul Spelz, American 
oil consultant at the confer©-: 
nee, said China can already 
produce more that 70 per ce- 
nt of the equipment it needs 
for prospecting. 

Acco ridding to an American 
ail delegation visiting Chinese 
factories, much of the equip- 
ment was based on old Ame- 
rican designs, but was mode- 
rnised as the Chinese learned 
more about the latest Western 
technology. 

Mr. Spelz said estimates of 
$360 million worth of equip- 
ment sales to China since 1972 
were too low because many 
sales were not reported. 

Much recent offshore acti- 
vity by the Chinese is belie- 
ved to have been concentrat- 
ed In the South China Sea. 
The Chinese are reported to 
have made important oil dis- 
coveries In the Gulf of Ton- 
kin and Aroumhainan Island. 

How far the Chinese will go 
in seeking western help to de- 
velop their oil resources rem- 
ains to be seen. But for the 
moment the propect of a new 
source of oil hi an energy- 
starved world is excitement 
enough for an industry cau- 
ght in the grip of recession.

Accordingly, he issued a 
slam invitation by making a 
quantitative jump to four no 
trump. Note that this was 
the only intelligent slam 
suggestion North could 
make despite his unbalanced 
hand— his partner had de- 
nied a decent four-card 
major when he failed to bid 
it at his first turn, and if 
a 4-4 diamond fit existed, it 
still could be uncovered later 
in the auction.

was at the top of his range 
with only three-card dia- 
mond support, he obliged by 
bidding the slam in no 
trump. 

West led the top of his 
club sequence and declarer 
won the ace perforce in 
dummy. A diamond finesse 
lost to the king, and the 
nine of clubs return was won 
by the king as a spade was 
discarded from the table. Be- 
fore committing himself to 
the spade finesse for his 
contract, declarer set out 
to learn what he could about 
the distribution. 

He cashed three rounds of 
diamonds. discarding a 
spade from his hand. On the 
last two diamonds. West let 
go of a low spade and the 
ten of clubs. Next, declarer 
played four rounds of hearts, 
discarding a club from his 
hand. West had to hold the 
jack of clubs to prevent de- 
clarer from taking the ful- 
filling trick with the eight of 
clubs, so he let go another 
spade. East sluffed a club. 

There were now only four 
spades remaining in the de- 
fenders' hands. Declarer 
crossed to the ace of spades, 
fetching two spades from the 
defenders, and then led a low 
spade toward dummy. West 
followed with a low spade. 
Should declarer finesse? 

The answer is no. Declarer 
knows from the play to this 
point that West's lost card 
is the jack of clubs. There- 
fore. East must hold the 
queen of spades, and it is 
bare. So declarer should go 
up with the king of spades, 
and the jack of spades be- 
comes the twelfth trick 
when the queen drops.

Opinion polls give 


French left lead in 


forthcoming election 


PARIS, March 4 (R). — The 
opposition Socialist and Com- 
munist Parties are holding 
their lead in the French gene- 
ral election campaign accord- 
ing to final opinion polls in 
leading newspapers yesterday. 


But the issue was wide open 
nine days before the first bal- 
lot because the opposition par- 
ties were still unable to agree 
on joining forces for the de- 
cisive final round on March 19. 


A poll in the daily news- 
paper Le Figaro gave the left 
51 per cent support against 45 


per cent for the combined par- 
ties of President Valery Gis- 
card d'Estging’s centre-right co- 
alition. 

Another Paris newspaper, 
L’Aurore, published a poll sho- 
wing a narrower gap, with 50 
per cent backing the left and 
47 per cent supporting the 
government parties. 

For months now, the polls 
have shown little shift in vot- 
ing intentions. Apparently, all 
will depend on inter-party bar- 
gaining and the mood of the 
electorate as it develops in the 
week between the two ballots.

Capt- Vladimir Remek of the 
Czechoslovak air force and 
mission commander Alexei 
Gubarev, who blasted off from 
the Soviet Union on Thursday, 
docked their Soyuz-28 vehicle 
with the 19-ton Salyut labora- 
tory late last night. 

Soyuz-28, which makes spa- 
ce history by carrying the first 
cosmonaut not from either the 
United States or the Soviet 
Union, is the second manned 
mission to visit Grechko and 
Romanenko during their mara- 
thon stay. 

Last January the system was 
"visited'* by cosmonauts Vladi- 
mir Dzhanibekov and Oleg 
Makarov in Soyuz-27 who spent 
five days with Romanenko and 
Grechko, before swapping fer- 
ry vessels and returning to 
earth in Soyuz-26.

Full text of the Rhodesian internal settlement agreeme 


SALISBURY (AP). — « • Follow- 
ing is the full text of the set- 
tlement agreement reached 
here on Thursday between 
black and white Rhodesian lea- 
ders : 

"Whereas the present con- 
stitutional situation in Rhode- 
sia has led to the imposition 
of economic and other sanc- 
tions by the international com- 
munity against Rhodesia and to 
armed conflict within Rhodesia 
and from neighbouring terri- 
tories : 

"And whereas it Is neces- 
sary in the interests of our co- 
untry that an agreement 
should be reached that would 
lead to the termination of 
such sanctions and the ces- 
sation of the armed conflict: 

"And whereas, in an ende- 
avour to reach such an agree- 
ment, delegates from the Rho- 
desian government (Prime Mi- 
nister Ian Smith), African Na- 
tional Council (the Rev. Nda- 
banfngi Sithote), the United 
African National Council (Bis- 
hop Abel Muzorewa), and the 
Zimbabwe United People’s Or- 
ganisation (Senator-Chief Jere- 
miah Chirau) have met during 
the last three months in Salis- 
bury and. having discussed fol- 
ly the proposals put forward 
by the various delegations, 
have reached agreement on 
certain fundamental principles 
to be embodied in a new con- 
stitution that will lead to the 
termination of the aforemen- 
tioned sanctions and the cessa- 
tion of the armed conflict. 


"Now, therefore: 

“A. It is hereby agreed that 
a constitution will be drafted 
and enacted which mil provide 
for majority rule on the basis 
of universal adult suffrage on 
the following terms: 

"1. There will be a legisla- 
tive assembly consisting of 100 
members and the following 
provisions will apply thereto: 
"(A) There will be a Com- 
mon Voters Roll with all citi- 
zens of 18 years and over be- 
ing eligible for registration as 
voters, subject to certain re- 
cognised disqualifications. 

"(B) Seventy-two of foe 
seats in the legislative assemb- 
ly will be reserved for blacks 
who will be elected by voters 
who are enrolled on the Com- 
mon Roll. 

*‘(C) Twenty-tight of the 
seats in the Legislative Assem- 
bly will be reserved for whites 
(Le. Europeans as defined in 
the 1969 constitution) who will 
be elected as follows: 

"(1) Twenty will be elected 
on a preferential voting system 
by white voters who are en- 
rolled on the Common Roll 
“(2) Eight will be elected by 
voters who are enrolled on the 
Common Roll from 16 candi- 
dates who will be nominated, 
in the case of the first parlia- 
ment by an Electoral College 
composed of the white mem- 
bers of the present House of 
Assembly and, in the case of 
any subsequent Parliament, bv 
an Electoral College composed 
of the 28 whites who are mem- 


bers of the parliament dissol- 
ved immediately prior to the 
general election. 

“(D) The reserved seats re- 
ferred to in (C) above, shall be 
retained for a period' of at 
least ten years or of two parlia- 
ments, whichever is the long- 
er, and shall be reviewed at 
the expiration of that period, 
at which time a commission 
shall be appointed, the chair- 
man of which shall be a judge 
of the High Court, to under- 
take this review. If that com- 
mission recommends that the 
arrangements regarding the 
said reserved seats should be 
changed: 

“(1) An amendment to the 
constitution to effect such 
change may be made by a bill 
which receives the affirmative 
votes of not less than 51 mem- 
bers. 

°(2) The said bill shall also 
provide that the 72 seats 
referred to in (B) above shall 
not be reserved for blacks. 

"(E) The members filling the 
seats referred to in (Q above 
will be prohibited from form- 
ing a coalition with any single 
minority party for the purpose 
of forming a government. 

"2. There will be a just dec- 
laration of rights which will 
protect the rights and freedoms 
Of individuals and, inter alia, 
will provide for protection from
